Claims 17-20 and 23-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 and IDS forms of record. None 
of the cited references anticipate or make obvious inter alia forming a support structure 
on an active surface of the semiconductor substrate such that the support structure 
includes an outer peripheral portion that extends beyond an outer peripheral edge of the 
semiconductor substrate and a downwardly extending portion located laterally adjacent 
to the outer peripheral edge of the semiconductor substrate; removing material from a 
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back side of tlie semiconductor substrate to form a thinned semiconductor substrate", 
as required by the afore mentioned Claims.
